Resolved  *>5  the  Board  of  Puhlio  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and  extend 
Barr  Street  from  its  present  southern  terminus  at  the  alley  on  the  north 
line  of  Purmans  Addition  to  Biqua  Avenue. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  opening  and  extending  <pf 
Barr  Street  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Department' of  Public  Works  of  Laid  City. 

Said  opening  and  extending  of  Barr  Street  as  above  described 
to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  a 
parcel  of  land  forty  (40)  feet  in  width  through  a portion  of  Lots 
Numbers  17,  18,  19  and  £0  Purmans  Addition.
